We are authorized to publish the following im- 
portant State Paper, declaratory of the determination 
of the Continental Nations on the return of Napoleon 
Buonaparte to France. 


DECLARATION, 


& The Powers who have signed the Treaty of Paris as- 
sembled at the Congress at Vienna, heing informed of the. 
escape ef Napoleon Bonaparte, “ánd of his entrance into 
France with an afmed force, owe it to their own dignity, 
and the iaterest of social order, to make a solemn declara- 
tion of the sentiments which (his event has excited in them. 

«& By thus breaking the Convention which has established 
him in the Island of kilba, Bouaxparte destroys the only legal 
title on which his existence depended—by appearing again 
in France with projects of confusion and disorder, he has 
deprived himself of the protection of the law, and has mae 
nifested to the universe, that there can be neither peace nor 
truce with him. 

& The Powers consequently declare, that Napoleon Boe 
naparte has placed himself withoat the pale of civil and so- 
cial relatious, and that as an enemy and disturber of the tran- 
quillity of the world, be has rendered himself liable to public 
vengeance,. _ : 

‘They declarc at the same time, that firmly resolved to 
maintain entire the Treaty of Paris of May 50, 1814, and the 
dispositions sanctioned by that Treaty, and those which they 
have resolved on, or shal! hereafter resolve on, to complete 
and to consolidate it, they swill employ all their means, and 
will unite all their efforts ; thus the general peace, the object 
of the wishes of Europe, and the constant purpose of their ’ 
Jabours may not he again troubled, and to guarantee against 
every attempt which shall threaten to reeplunge the world 
into the disorders and miscries of revolution. 

€ And although entirely persuaded that all France, rale 
Iying round its legitimate Sovereign, will immediately an- * 
nihilate this last attempt of a criminal and impotent delie 
rium, all the Sovereigns of Europe, animated by the same 
sentiments, and guided by the'&fme principles, dleclare, 
that if, contrary to al! calculatibs, there should result from 
this event any real danger, they “Wil be ready to give the 
King of France and to the French'fration, or to any other 
Government that shall be attacked, as soon as they shall be 
called npon, afl the assistance requisite to restore püblic 
tranquillity, and to make a common cause against all those 
who should undertake to compromise it. > 

€ F'he present Declaration, insertedd in the Register of 
the Consress, assembled at Vienna on the 13th March, 1815, . 
shall be made public. :
